The reply filed on August 10, 2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): 

Applicants elected SEQ ID NO: 20 for Protein A. This sequence is a nucleic acid sequence and not an amino acid sequence. 
Also, SEQ ID NO: 20 is not claimed, and nor was it offered as a choice for a sequence for Protein A in the restriction requirement 
Applicants elected SEQ ID NO: 57 for Protein C. This sequence is a nucleic acid sequence and not an amino acid sequence. It was 
noted in the restriction requirement that amino acid and nucleic acid sequences were mixed up in the sequence listing, and the 
restriction stated that " Applicants may wish to check their SEQ ID NOs to insure that appropriate amino acid sequences are being 
claimed, and searched upon examination". In their response, Applicants noted that SEQ ID NO: 21 and NO: 57 are combined DNA 
and amino acid sequences. This is true for the papa* copy of the sequence listing; however, the computer readable form has one 
sequence per sequence identification number. See 37 CFR 1.111.
